I. Among the people 
In a Biblical narrative, the people become very important with a figure of the

Part II: Logics of each World - Spartacus 


I. Instead of transcendental (also to be used), perhaps a theme in jazz

fact games. 


The theme and variation join, the minimalism of games insurrecting to in fact the 
subject of Zionist debate, with the minimal theme “creative” Tohranic doctoring at 
the highest of a Spartacan insurrectional forcing on the question of a medial theme, 
a normal patient or daily life and its grades.
